David  Parker 

David  Parker,  recently  elected  to  the  office  of 
secretary  of  the  congregation,  is  a  1969  graduate 
of  Brown  University,  with  an  A.B.  in  applied 
mathematics.  He  attended  Yale  Law  School, 
earning  his  J.D.  in  1973. 

Members  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  for 
approximately  12  years,  David  and  Ronnie  Park¬ 
er  began  their  active  involvement  here  as  co-pres¬ 
idents  of  the  Couples  Club.  Since  then,  David,  in 
particular  (we’ll  save  Ronnie  for  another  time), 
has  served  the  synagogue  in  numerous  ways.  He 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  congregation  for  six  years  and  served  on  the 
committee  which  drafted  the  synagogue’s  new 
by-laws.  Along  with  Ronnie,  he  has  chaired  the 
synagogue’s  Planning  Committee  and  hosted  the 
New  Members’  Reception.  He  has  served  on  the 
Shabbat  Dinner  Committee,  the  Jewish  Theolog¬ 
ical  Seminary  Dinner  Committee  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  Homeless  and  Community  Out¬ 
reach.  He  has  been  a  vice  president  of  the  Men’s 
Club  for  several  years  and  an  associate  member 
of  the  Women’s  Evening  Group.  Along  with  his 
recent  duties  as  secretary,  David  has  been 
appointed  to  be  the  new  chairman  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue’s  Finance  Committee. 

David  is  also  one  of  several  congregants  who 
have  delighted  us  with  their  beautiful  shofar- 
blowing  on  the  High  Holy  Days. 

David  has  been  in  the  private  practice  of  law 
since  1973  and  is  a  principal  of  the  law  firm  of 
Kleinberg,  Kaplan,  Wolff  &  Cohen,  P.C.  where 


he  specializes  in  corporate,  commercial,  and 
securities  litigation.  His  law  firm  has  conducted 
pro-bono  work  for  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
that  resulted  in  a  substantial  recovery.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  for  the  past  15  years,  David  has  been  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Legal  Services  for  New 
York  City,  an  umbrella  organization  which  pro¬ 


vides  civil,  legal  assistance  to  the  poor  in  New 
York  City. 

Bom  in  New  York  City,  David  grew  up  in  White 
Plains,  N.Y.  There  his  family  belonged  to  Tem¬ 
ple  Israel  Center,  a  Conservative  congregation, 
where  David  received  his  Jewish  education  and 
was  active  in  the  Junior  Congregation  and  in  the 
temple’s  youth  group.  He  continued  his  Jewish 
affiliation  at  Brown  University  where  he  was 
president  of  the  B’nai  B’rith  Hillel  Foundation. 

David  is  an  amateur  photographer,  is  responsible 
for  the  network  computer  system  at  his  law  firm, 
and  plays  tennis,  a  few  hobbies  when  he  finds  the 
time  outside  of  law  and  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

Ronnie  Parker  shares  David’s  commitment  to 
Jewish  activities  and  PAS.  She  is  the  Operations 
Coordinator  of  the  Coalition  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Jewish  Education,  and  David  and  Ron¬ 
nie  have  attended  the  last  three  CAJE  Confer¬ 
ences  (along  with  several  PAS  representatives). 
They  have  a  three-year-old  son,  Joshua  Seth. 

Given  his  life-long  connectedness  to  Jewish

From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

I  found  these  thoughts  in  one  of  my  files.  I  think 
they  were  written  by  my  dear  colleague  Rabbi 
Saul  Teplitz,  and  they  certainly  give  us  food  for 
thought  as  we  approach  the  High  Holy  days. 

1 .  There  is  the  story  of  an  angry  reader  who 
stormed  into  the  newspaper  office  waving  the 
current  edition,  asking  to  see  the  obituary  col¬ 
umn  editor.  He  shouted,  “I  am  alive  and  you  list¬ 
ed  me  as  dead.  I  demand  a  retraction!”  The 
reported  said,  “We  never  retract  a  story,  but  we’ll 
put  you  in  the  birth  column  and  give  you  a  fresh 
start!”  On  Rosh  Hashanah  we  are  being  given  the 
opportunity  for  a  fresh  start  as  we  are  inscribed 
in  the  Book  of  Life. 

2.  Rabbi  Adin  Steinsaltz  suggests  that  any  act  of 
spiritual  improvement  requires  a  leap  of  faith.  He 
draws  the  analogy  of  a  person  standing  at  the 
edge  of  the  seashore  wanting  to  swim.  He  cannot 
go  from  a  standing  position  to  a  swimming 
stature  without  lifting  his  feet  off  the  ground  and 
leaving  the  earth  behind.  Similarly,  during  these 
Days  of  Awe  we  must  muster  the  courage  to 
plunge  and  start  swimming  in  The  World  of 
Teshuvah. 

In  the  same  vein,  it  is  told  of  the  legendary  Russ¬ 
ian  ballet  dancer  Nijinsky  who  was  renowned  for 
his  uncanny  ability  to  leap  in  such  a  way  as  to 
hang  suspended  in  the  air.  When  asked  how  he 
accomplished  this  remarkable  feat,  he  responded, 
“I  simply  leap  and  pause.”  On  Rosh  Hashanah 
we  have  the  chance  to  leap  and  pause.  We  can 
leap  to  heights  we  never  reached  before  by 
breaking  away  from  old  patterns  and  freeing  our¬ 
selves  from  the  chains  of  our  self-destructive 
ways  and  habits. 

3.  Tolstoy  tells  a  story  of  a  Russian  painter 
named  Bryulov  who  was  also  an  art  teacher.  One 
day,  Tolstoy  watched  Bryulov  touch  up  a  pupil’s 
work  and  it  came  to  life.  All  that  the  painting 
needed  was  a  slight  correction  here  and  there  to 


make  it  into  a  fine  work  of  art.  Many  of  us  need 
just  a  little  “touching  up”  in  our  canvas  of  life. 

4.  In  discussing  the  meaning  of  teshuvah,  the 
Kotzker  Rebbe  asked  his  disciples,  “What  is  the 
distance  between  East  and  West?”  One  said,  “a 
million  miles”;  another  said,  “infinity.”  With  a 
smile,  the  rebbe  said  in  Yiddish,  “ein  klein  drei,” 
one  small  turn.

The  Selihot  service,  which  sets  the  tone  for  the 
High  Holy  Days,  will  take  place  this  year  on  Sat¬ 
urday  evening.  September  1 1 . 

The  coffee  hour  which  usually  precedes  the  lec¬ 
ture  and  service  will  be  held  at  8:15  P.M.,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  lecture  at  9  PM.  This  year,  it  will  be 
given  by  Rabbi  Richard  M.  Yellin,  advisor  to  the 
Mayor  of  Beer-Sheva,  Israel,  and  director  of  the 
Office  of  Foreign  Affairs  and  External  Relations 
for  the  city. 

His  volunteer  activities  in  Israel  include  being  a 
board  member  of  the  Volunteers  for  Israel  pro¬ 
gram  where  he  has  lectured  at  over  50  army 
bases  and  spoken  to  more  than  5000  volunteers 
from  all  over  the  world. 

Prior  to  Rabbi  Yellin ’s  aliyah  in  February,  1992, 
he  was,  for  16  years,  the  spiritual  leader  of 
Mishkan  Tefila  in  Newton,  Massachusetts.

Selihot  liturgy,  with  prayers  led  by  Rabbi  David

cal  year.

In  Our  Homes 

Rosh  Hashanah 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  festive 
occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the 
sacred  traditions  of  home  and  synagogue.  Al¬ 
though  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is 
centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home 
where  family  members  prepare  to  meet  the  New 
Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive 
to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which  symbol¬ 
izes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set  with  a 
white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine. 
Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full  round  year, 
apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year 
complete  the  symbolic  representations  on  the 
holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of 
the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede  the 
festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the 
candles: 

Barakh  Atah  Adotxai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asherkideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu  lehad- 
lik  ner  shel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness  to 
our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to 
kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the  Motzi  is 
recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple 
in  honey  and  recite  the  following  blessing  and 
prayer:

Yaaqkov. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L’Shanah 
Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be  inscribed  for  a 
good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion  which 
is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue.  But  the 
meal  which  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev  Yom 
Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience 
for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early  so 
that  the  family  can  be  in  the  synagogue  before 
sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  —  the  grace  after 
meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the 
following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu  lehad- 
lik  ner  shel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  commanded  us  to 
kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast  until 
they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition 
that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to  the 
extent  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleasures 
is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of 
Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak, 
it  is  the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a 
physician  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for  the 
deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights  must 
be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol 
Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their  children  by 
placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each  one. 
Such  blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following 
prayer,  to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their 
own,  appropriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each 
child: 


For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 
faithful  and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were 
Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a 
faithful  and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as 
were  our  mothers  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel, 
and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house  to 
attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of  the 
family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the 
wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done,  knowingly 
or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 

In  Our  Congregation 

Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat  Shuvah, 
from  the  Haftarah  portion  of  that  Sabbath  which 
begins  with  the  word  Shuvah,  meaning  ‘'re¬ 
turn”  (repent). 

For  the  Hearing  Impaired 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Samuel 
Wimpfheimer.  it  is  now  possible  for  those  who 
are  hearing  impaired  to  use  head  sets  while 
attending  services.  Please  inform  the  synagogue 
office  if  you  wish  to  avail  yourself  of  this 
convenience. 

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are  asked 
to  consider  the  needs  of  the  synagogue  at  the 
Kol  Nidre  Appeal  and  the  two  social  outreach 
programs  which  it  supports  year  round:  The 
Food  Pantry  and  the  Committee  For  The  Home¬ 
less  &  Community  Outreach. 

Congregants  are  asked  to  respond  as  generously 
as  possible  to  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal.  The  funds 
generated  by  this  annual  campaign  help  balance 
the  annual  budget  of  the  synagogue  which 
includes  the  Religious  School  program  and 
social  service  outreach  programs. 

The  Food  Pantry,  operated  by  our  High  School 
students,  supplies  food  packages  to  more  than 
one  hundred  poor  families  in  our  neighborhood. 
The  cost  of  this  program  is  $10  per  family,  per 
week.  Let  your  heart  dictate  to  you  how  you 
wish  to  support  this  important  project. 

The  Committee  For  The  Homeless  &  Commu¬ 
nity  Outreach,  in  cooperation  with  an  estab¬ 
lished  and  recognized  social  service  agency, 
Women  in  Need,  supplies  bed/bath/kitchen  linen 
gift  packages  to  families  who  are  moving  from 
Women  In  Need  shelters  into  their  own  apart¬ 
ments.  The  Committee  also  works  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  Metropolitan  New  York  Coordi¬ 
nating  Council  on  Jewish  Poverty  to  help  Soviet 
Jewish  immigrants  with  their  needs.

Rabbi  Crespy 

"Kol-hatchalot-kashot.”  “All  beginnings  are  dif¬ 
ficult,”  says  our  tradition.  And  the  beginning  of  a 
new  year  is  no  different.  If  we  really  take  this 
time  of  year  seriously-as  “Days  of  Awe”  ( Yamin 
Nora  7m)-then  each  year  in  September  and  Octo¬ 
ber,  the  Jewish  month  of  Tishre,  we  are  forced  to 
examine  who  we  are  and  what  we  stand  for,  what 
we  have  been  in  the  last  year  and  who  we  promise 
to  be  in  the  future.  It  is  an  awesome  task.  And, 
this  year,  it  is  especially  hard  for  me.  As  you  read 
these  lines,  I  have  already  started  my  new  posi¬ 
tion  as  rabbi  of  the  Conservative  Synagogue  of 
Fifth  Avenue.  This  year,  I  will  need  to  ask  myself 
some  very  serious  questions:  what  kind  of  rabbi 
will  I  be?  The  kind  who  warmly  welcomes  peo¬ 
ple  to  the  synagogue  or  who  turns  them  away? 
The  kind  who  has  tolerance  for  the  pranks  of 
adolescents  or  the  kind  who  turns  them  off  to 
Judaism?  The  kind  who  sets  high  standards  for 
Jewish  observance  or  the  kind  who  accepts 
mediocrity  as  unavoidable?  These  are  the  impor¬ 
tant  questions  which  face  me  as  I  begin  the  new 
year,  and  I  imagine  you  will  be  able  to  apply 
them  to  your  own  life  as  you  ask  yourself  the 
question:  What  kind  of  person,  Jew,  citizen,  and 
worker  am  I  going  to  be  in  the  year  ahead? 

In  reflecting  on  my  deeds  of  the  past  year,  and 
indeed  the  past  two  years  at  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue,  I  can  say  that  they  have  been  deeply  ful¬ 
filling  and  busy  years.  They  have  been  filled 
with  the  daily  minyan,  Shabbat  services,  bar  and 
bat  mitzvah  lessons,  weddings,  funerals,  Havurah 
services,  and  adult  education  classes.  They  have 
been  enriched  by  stimulating  conversations  with 
congregants,  with  singing  at  our  communal 
Shabbat  tables,  and  with  intense  moments  of 
study  as  we  poured  over  the  Talmud  together. 
They  have  been  Filled  with  moments  of  deep  sat¬ 
isfaction  when  1  knew  I  had  eased  someone’s 
pain,  and  times  of  frustration  when  I  felt  helpless 
to  comfort  someone’s  suffering.  I  have  learned  a 
great  deal  in  these  last  two  years  about  Jewish 
life  in  a  special  community.  I  have  been  enriched 
by  Rabbi  Lincoln,  Rabbi  Nadich,  Cantor 
Lelkowitz,  Cantor  Bigeleisen  and  so  may  of  you 
in  this  extraordinary  community.  I  am  deeply 
indebted  to  you  for  your  love,  support,  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  over  the  past  two  years.  I  wish  for  you  in 
the  coming  years  a  life  of  good  health,  peace,  and 
as  much  fulfillment  as  you  have  given  me.
